Naval 
experts have loaned their experi 
ence to army artillerymen faced 
with the problem of fighting 
ships from the shore. 

Many of the guns are identical 
with those of the fleet. But there 
is one important difference 
Anchored in concrete instead of 
on rolling decks, their range is 
increased by as much as three;

| and tempted by the whole situa- 
tion to “curse God and die.”
